Mrs. C. Tickinger, of Forreston, to the 
a ssembly. 
T he session wa s opened by 
singing of.a n a nthem by the choir; a nd fol­ 
lowed by scripture rea ding by the pa stor, 
pra yer by Rev. Hemsburg. 
T he congre 
ga iion united with the choir iu singing a 
hymn a nd Mrs. J. M. Ruthra uff then in 
a n a ble a nd eloquent a ddress welcomed 
the delega tes; giving them the greeting 
of a St. Pa ul: “ Gra ce unto you a nd pea ce 
from God our Fa ther a nd the Lord J esus 
Christ.” 
W e a re bound to tha nk God a l­ 
w a ys for you, sisters, beca use your fa ith 
groweth exceedingly a nd tho cha rity of 
every one of you a ll towa rd ea ch Owhcr 
a bouudeth.” 
The spea ker w ent on to 
give a short history of the work of the 
society. 
“ This society is not the child 
of luxury a nd ea se, but the child of P rov­ 
idence, 
born to a ctive a nd uncea sing

“ For centuries the power of woma n ha s 
iieen dorma nt; her true sphere misunder­ 
stood; her a bility unrecognized; her voice 
silent in the public a nd not even a llowed 
to a scend in pra yer a nd pra ise to God in 
the sa nctua ry. * « * “ S oith a sb ee n with 
their missiona ry work; ma ny even in 
high a uthority discoura ged it. 
Some 
looked upon the movement with distrust. 
Some pa stors looked upon the orga niza ­ 
tion with fa vor a nd in their own hea rts 
wished it well, but were timid a bout in­ 
troducing the work in their own churches.

Altoona ,Pennsylva nia , only six yea rs a go, 
seventeen Synodica l societies were report­ 
ed orga nized. 
A t the fourth meeting a t 
Wooster, Ohio, this summer tw enty so­ 
cieties were represented. 
A t the first 
meeting one hundred a nd fifty a uxilia ry 
societies reported; a nd a t the fourth m eet­ 
ing three hundred a nd seventy-nine or 
ga niza tions, of which 
forjy-six 
were 
young la dies’ ba nds. 
Tne contributions 
ha ve increa sed gra dua lly; new fields ha ve 
been opened, difficulties ha ve disa ppea r­ 
ed a nd the society ha s proved its right to 
live.” 
Visitors, were by the spea ker ma de 
welcome to the city, church, hea rts a nd 
homes. 
The response by Mrs. Crotzer, of Lena , 
showed tha t those who ca me a s stra ngers 
a pprecia ted the wa rm*h of the welcome. 
“ We ha ve com e to you a s stra ngers a nd 
hope you vCll enterta in a ngels una wa res. 
We ha ve come to s!ng vti’h you; to pra y 
w 1th you. 
Ha ve com e for the purpose of 
ha ving our fa ith strengthened a nd hope 
tha t a firm friendslnp ma y be formed tha t 
will continue through life a nd even to 
the da w ning of the "Eterna l Morning.”

it is s it«* to say that any child having or­ 
dinary courage can safely Ik? taught or 
can teach himself to swim hy the follow­ 
ing simp le method: 
Find a p lace where the water deep ens 
gradually, as an ordinary U\*ich. 
Often 
in a "mail stream there are [tool# nowhere 
too deep for safety. 
Procure a band or 
belt to go around the bust under the 
arms, with small hand# ovwr the shoul­ 
ders to keep it from slip p ing down. 
To 
this Ix dt attadi a safety lin<* of such 
length that the learner cannot go into tin* 
water deep er than the waist. 
Tie* first thing to Ik* done is to lf*arn to 
duck without minding it. 
Hold your 
breath and p ut your h« ad under water 
several times whenever you bathe. 
You 
may p robably strangle a hit at first, hut 
the ducking will liecome less and loss 
diHagr« *» *ahle until the disinclination to go 
under water nearly or quit« * disnp |iears. 
Of cours« * the bather iip**<1 not make a 
martyr of himself hy sending his whole 
tina* in the p ractice of ducking. 
He 
may sp lash nlx jut as much ms la* likes. 
8hme acquire tfie necessary indifference 
to being under water almost at once. 
When it is acquired let the bather select 
a p lace where the water is just deep 
enough for him to sit up on the bottom 
with head and shoulders out of v.at« ^r 
Then let him fake a full br» *uth. disternl- 
ing the lungs, an« h p lacing his arms hy 
hi rid« *» . lie « lown on his hack on the 
bottom. 
If unsuccessful, p artially ex p el 
the air from the lungs and try again. 
After having fourid out by actual ex p en 
ment how easy ft is to lie down on your 
back itfjrfcf water, go out to the full 
length of your rone and, holding your 
breath', p ull yourself in toward the shore, 
hand over hap d, no t letting your feet 
touch bottom on any account until your 
breath gives out or yoii run aground. 
No matter Whether yoti go un« l« *r water 
or not, no matter whether you k« *ep your­ 
self right side up or not/ go right on 
hauling yoursejf toward the sl» or<\ hand 
over "hand,'till you reach'shoal water. 
When you can run yourself ashore 
with ease arul certainty you will p rob- 
ably have discovered that most of the 
p assage is made at or near the surface of 
the water, and p ossibly you will have 
learn« « 1 after a fasluon to keep your bal- 
anee and p ull you/self ashore with your 
nose above water. 
When yon can do 
this, you can breathe through your nose 
during the p assage, and as soon as you 
can brea(he comfortably while hauling: 
yourself ashore you are ready for the 
nex t step , namely, try to p ull yourself 
asliore using one hand for the rop e and 
p addling with the other hand. 
This is 
not a very easy tiling to do, and in all 
p robability before you can accomp lish It 
you will find yourself p addling with both 
hands and kicking with both f« >et— that 
is to say, sWimming. 
As soon as you 
And that you5 can keep yourself right 
side up , and your ey« *i and nose above 
water, you have learned the great secret, 
and swimming w ith the most ap p roved 
and scientific stroke will follow, accord­ 
ing to your op p ortunities and ambition. 
These hints are intended to meet th« » 
most difficult case p ossible, namely, that 
of a boy wlK) is obliged to dep end alto­ 
gether up on his own resources. 
If he 
has some one to help and advise, so much 
the ls*tter. 
lie will p robably learn to 
Bwim the quicker, but he must haul him­ 
self ashore or the object of th« * lesson will 
be lost. 
These directions are based up on the 
well established fact that no one can be a 
confident swimmer who is disconcerted 
at finding himself unex p ectedly under 
water. 
Therefore the first thing to lie 
learned is to catch the breath instinctively 
under any and all circumstances the in­ 
stant you find yourself going under water. 
Strangulation occurs in consequence of 
drawing water with the breath into the 
air p assages, and oven p artial strangula­ 
tion is unp ler -ant The first thing, then, 
for the would Ik* swimmer to learn is to 
instinctively keep water out of the wind- 
p ip o. 
This can l>est lie done by frequent 
voluntary duckings. 
In the rough swimming school of boy­ 
hood forcible duckings, often to the verge 
of cruelty and danger, are frequent inci­ 
dents, and any p reliminary p ractice will 
be on ex cellent breaking in for what 
most liovs an* likely to encounter. 
The succeeding step s are intended to 
teach the U*ginner by ex p eriencing that 
his body is really lighter than water and 
will float with a trifling amount of aid 
from air in the lungs and from mechani­ 
cal assistance with the hands and feet. 
Once learned this lesson is never for­ 
gotten, anti after a little p ractice in diving 
and swimming under water the novice 
will find himself gaining a degree of con­ 
fidence that is imlisjiensible for satisfac­ 
tory swimming. 
The for*-going is intended for girls and 
women us w« *jl its for boys and men. 
Women are usually, for obvious reasons, 
a little.reluctant to wet their hair. They 
often learn to swim easily and graoetully 
without knowing how t*> hold the breath. 
It follows. <>f course, that when they find 
themselves doused suddenly 
into the 
water from nn overturned boat, or other­ 
wise p iling« *] unex p ectedly beneath the 
surfaco, they liecome p artly strangled, 
lose all p resence of mind and are not let­ 
ter off than if they could not swim a 
6troke. 
Let it then be borne in mind by 
all swimmers that the best way to learn 
how to swim is lirst to leax n how to sink.

P r o t e c t i o n A ga in s t Y e llow F e ve r . 
The p roblem of p rotection against yel­ 
low fever by inoculation seems in a fair 
way to solution by the Brazilian doctor, 
Freire, who has been seven years at work 
on the subject. 
According to a recent 
account, the number of p ersons already 
inoculated is 0,524. 
There have died 
from yellow fever in Rio de Janeiro, be­ 
tween Jan.. 1885, and Sep t., 1880. 1,075 
p ersons, of whom eight had been inocu­ 
lated (in 1884, the method being then im- 
jierfect). 
This gives a mortality of about 
1 p er 1,000 for, the inoculated, and 1 p er 
cent, for the uninoculated. It is remark­ 
able that there has been no ep idemic of 
yellow fever in Rio de Janeiro this year 
(a thing not known for the last thirty- 
five years). 
The microbe of yellow fever 
is called “Cryp tococcus x anthogenicus.” 
Dr. Freire gets a culture liquid for inocu­ 
lation, on the p rincip les of M. Pasteur’s 
methods, and he injects al>out one gram 
of it sulK'utaneously.—-Frank Leslie’s.
